Trees by the thousands have been 
arriving during the past week on. 
numerous district farms. We were 
able to get started on the job of 
planting them. Two days were de- 
voted to this job during which time 
we planted trees on eight different 
farms. The heavy snowfall has 
temporarily suspended our activities 
as far as planting is concerned, 
however we ate thankful for the 
moisture resulting from the snow. 

You may be wondering what to 
do with your trees. If you intend 
planting them yourself, place the 
rooted trees in the ground just a 
little deeper than they were orig- 
inally. Pack the ground tightly 
around the roots. Be sure that 
the roots do not have opportunity 
to dry out between the time you 
remove them from the bundle and | 
when you get them planted. 

If you have a large number of 
trees and want ws to bring out the 
tree planter to your farm, we will 
do 60, providing that you let me 
know, I would also remind you 
that there is a modest charge for 
this service. The charge ts cer- 
tainly not a money making scheme, 
in fact it barely covers the actual 
cost of labor and milage. 

If you are planning on us doing 
your planting, this is what to do 
with your bundles of trees. Simply 
leave them wrapped in the bundles 
in which they were shipped, place 
the bundles in qa cool, dark place, 
and kecp them moist. We will get 


to your place as soon as possible.

Notes From D.A. 
By HOWARD FULCHER 
District Agriculturist 


High pressure salesmanship and 
much publicity has brought much 
interest in a new crop to the dis- 
trict. The new plant seed being 
| sold is “Sorghum Grass" and liter- 
;ature makes great claims as to its 
ability. 

Sorghum Alumn is supposedly a 
hybrid between sorghum and John- 
son grass. Johnson grass is a 
troublesome weed. which may or 
may not survive in this area. 

Sorgmum is a_ crop. confined 
mainly to the southern corn belt 
of the United States 

Sorghum Alum is presumed to 
have been introduced from Argen- 


tina, South Africa, Australia and 
New Zealand at different times 
The product Sorghum Grass is 
claimed as a special strain from 
these 

Johnson grass is a weed and 
there is a possibility of introducing 
it with the seed, however it is not 


known if it could survive our clim- 
ate. Sorghum as stated above are 
more or less limited to the southern 


States, Argentina and New Zeal- 
and areas. 

No extensive experimental work 
has been done on this new grass 
in this area. Reports of this crop 
in Vauxhall indicated it did not 
survive the winter. Work will be 
done this year at Lacombe to see if 
the grass has any future in this 
area, 

If it is only a one year crop, 
oats would be just as good and 


certainly much less expensive. With 
jlack of knowledge of the capabil- 
ities of the grass and the danger 
of introducing a new weed it 
, would perhaps be advisable to wait 
a year before purchasing seed.
